MURDER NEAR PITTSBURG.

A YOUNG MAN SHOT BY A TAVERN-KEEPER
KILLED—THE MURDERER STILL AT LARGE.

On Baturdny evening, betweon eight and nme
o'clock, & young nun nawed Duvid Roberte
was shot by a tavern keener, in Tewmperance
ville, numed Charles B, Steln, and  njured so
seriously that hie died in w short time atter
wards. From all that ne yet been learned ol
the aflair, it appears that Roberts, who was en-
gaged at as inther's saw mll, in Temperanc
wille, wus passing the Gerant House, on the Steu-
benville road, near Suw Mill Run, kept by Stola,
he met four young men, named William “‘.-unu,

rJohn Craig, Willlam Grounds, wnd David
Reed, when one of the puarty proposed that
they should go into the tayvern and drink some
beer.

When they entercd the house a number of
Germnns were stanuing at the by drinking and
acting disorderly, Hobe ks sturted towarids the
bar, when Stein ordered the Germnns Lo leaye the
house, <tauing thot of they did not go he would
put them oubt. They, nowever, pald no atten-
tlon (o the threat, when Stein drew o jour-buar
relled revoiver trom uder the counter, and

lacing the muzzle within a few inches ol

oberts’ head, firea, the bull taking eflfeetin s
might jemple, and wmiticting 1 tervible wound.
The injurco won was carviod into Mrs Urale's
boarding-touse, and Dr. Havs sent lor, who
stated that the wound would result intally.

escape, but states that Le visited o neighborine
justice ot tne peace tor thie purpose of furthering

denomiuation,
